RESOLUTION 

No. DST/INT/CELL. S/98—The Government of 
India have noted with concern the action of a 
foreign Government in serving notices on some of 
the Indian Scientist.; working indifferent institu¬ 
tions in that country to quit. 

2. After careful’ consideration of the matter, the 
Government has taken a decision to set up a Cell 
in the Depaitmcnt of Science &s Technology to 
look after the interests of the Scientists who are 
beffig asked by the foreign governments to quit 
with the twin objective of making use of their 
expertise within the country and also locating 
suitable avenues for their employment, if neces¬ 
sary. The Cell for Repatriated Scientists (CRS) 
will operate under the direct charge of Secretary 
DST. Dr. (Mrs.) Salbha Gupta, Director, Inter¬ 
national Division will function as the Nodal Officer 
for the Cell. The functions of the CRS will bo 
broadly as follows :— 

(a) to advise the Indian Missions about the 
setting up of the Cell in DST : The 
Missions in the countries which have a - 
uuunced measures against India will bo 
appmehed on priority basis; 
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(b) the Missions would be advised further to 
be alert on any similar action that may 
be contemplated by the Governments to 
which they are accredited and the Cell 
to be kept informed of such actions taken 
or contemplated; 

(c) Missions may be advised further to dissem¬ 
inate the information regarding the exis¬ 
tence of this Cell in DST and the affected 
scientists may be requested lo correspond 
with this Cell giving their Bio-data, The 
Missions should also facilitate the trans¬ 
mission of their Bio-data, if necessary; 

(d) On receipt of a reference from the Mis¬ 
sion or an affected scientist, the Cell would 
take . action as follows ;— 

(i) If the scientist concerned has a lien on 
an institution/department of the Govern¬ 
ment, contacts would be established with 
that Department to facilitate his return; 

(ii) If the scientists docs not have lien with 
any Department/Institution, his case 
would be referred to DG-CSlR fot consi¬ 
dering his case of being accorded neces¬ 
sary facilities under the Scientist Pool 
scheme. 

(iii) If any case falls outside the above two 
actions, the matter would be pursued with 
the institutions within the country for 
possible placement as feasible and such 
institutions would be expected lo, take 
necessary action in facilitating the absorp¬ 
tion of such candidates; 

3. The Cell will bo operative initially for a 
period of six months after which it will be re¬ 
viewed.
